Long Tuesday exprcnseo! confidence In 
his ability ' to hold the governor's 
chair against the challenge of his lieu-' 
tenant governor, Paul N, Cyr, but oth- 
er state officials openly admitted that 
the squabble over executive power 
might hold up a state bond sale and 
postpone highway construction. 


Commenting for the first time on 


Cyr's ouster suit, filed at Shrevcperot 
contending that Long could no long- 
er act as governor nfter certifying his 
election to the United States Senate, 
Long said he would go to Shreveport 
in a few days to consult with lawyer 
friends. 


"But there's not going to be much 


law to it "he said. "Dr. Cyr's suit'will 
be dismissed for no cause of action, 
and thnt will end the matter," 


At Baton Rouge, however, Chair- 


man O. K. Allen of the Highway Com- 
mission told contractors assembled to 
bid on 400 miles of highways, that 
"this political fiasco, or rather this 
trouble with the lieutenant governor, 
will possibly interfere with the sale 
of bonds on November 2. I have no 


. doubt but that it will." 


The state is scheduled to sail a ?5,- 


000 000 block of its authorized $75,- 
000,000 highway and bridge bond issue 
on that day, but Allen said that if 
the sale did not go through, work or- 
ders for contracts bid on now would 
have to'be postponed until "possibly 
early iri Jancary." 


Cyr, who has already taken the gov- 


ernor's oath on the contention that 
the executive chair was vacated when 
Long certified his election to the Sen- 
ate, had no further comment. 


Long, however, continued to dis- 


charge gubernatorial duties and ap- 
pointed a s'.ate senator, Lester Hughes 
of Natchitoches, as a judge of the 
Second Circuit Court of Appeals in 
north Louisiana, to fill 
a vacancy 


caused by the death of Judge R. D. 
Webb, presiding justice. 


Long also announced in New Or- 


leans that the administration candi- 
dates for state offices, headed by O. 
K. Allen for governor, would quality 
tomorrow, but wo.uld not start active 
campaigning until December 1. 
Alvin O. King, president pro* tern- 
pore o fthe Senate 
who has bsen 


sworn in as lieutenant governor to 
succeed Cyr, continued to preside at 
state Pardon Board setslons here. 
Long has recognized Ring as lieuten- 
ant governor, claiming Cyr vacated 
tha toffice by taking the governor's 
oath.

Shipments started two weeks ago and! 
a total of approximately 10,000 bales; 
have been sent downstream. J. H. I

timates about 
60,000 
bales will be 


shipped before the season closes.

Early this fall the Alphin-Thomp-1 


son company_ which is representative | 
of the Anderson Clayton company of | 
New Orleans, built the large ware- j 
house at Calion, on the site of the old; 
river warehouse constructed in the j 
eighties and torn down a few years] 
ago. 
Since then the place has become | 


a Mecca for hundreds of trucks load-I 
ed with the fleecy staple, and cotton | 
has been received from more than a i 
score of towns in Sotuh Arkansas for j 
shipment.

The barges are steel and of 800 to| 


15000 bales capacity. Shipments have | 
been handled by the aBton Rouge Coal 5 
and Towing company and the Vicks-i 
bur* and New Orleans Packet com- 
j>any. A barge is loaded out about ov-! 


ery four days since the shipping start- 
ed. 


Between 700 and 1000 bales are re- 


ceived each day at the warehouse, 
each truck bringing an average of 20 
bales. Specially constructed trailer 
bodies are being used, and a big ve- 
hickle with the pales piled 15 to 20 
feet high whizzing along the highways 
is a familiar sight. The cotton trucks 
arrive over highway No. 115, leading 
south from Hampton through Calion 
and to El Dorado. At Hampson this 
road connects with the Camden-Mon- 
ticello road, and at El Dorado with 
three god highways. 


Coming from as far west as Texar- 


kana and Hope, on the north 
from 


Sheridan and Pine Bluff, on the east 
from Star City and Warren and on the 
south from the Louisiana line, the 
staple^ is arriving from a wide ter- 
ritory. Some of the towns shipping 
cotton to the 
warehouse include: 


Bearden, Hope, New Edinburg, Tex- 
arkana, Star City, Arkadelphia, Mag- 
nolia Buckner, Junction City, War- 
ren, Hampton, Harrell, Stamps, Waldo 
and Ashdown. 


In addition to the cotton handled 


here, large shipments are being made 
from Camden by Captain L. V. Cooley 
on his steamer Ouachita. Freight bus- 
iness is being revived also, Captain 
Cooley having unloaded two carloads 
of groceries and other merchandise 
for El Dorado merchants recently at 
Calion. The steamer Ouachita makes 
regular bi-w ckly trips from New Or- 
leans, bringing freight to merchants 
along the way and returning with cot- 
ton.''

Here 'in Hope the local plant of the 


Temple Cotton Oil company is run- 
ning 24 hours 
a day, employing 55 


men, 
processing cottonseed for many 


of its byproducts.

When cottonseed reaches the Temple 


oil mill in Hope it Is first unloaded 
at the seed-house, where it is blown 
;hrough a sand and. boll reel, rempy- 
ng mosP'of the debris that comes in 
irom the gins. The seed next goes to 
the linter-room, where it is delinted; 
ind to* the huller, where the seed 
lull is broken 
open. A separating 


nachine threshes the seed loose from 
iroken hulls, until ..the mill finally 
las the Seed stripped down to its 
meat.

This goes to the giant-coker, where 


the seed is boiled down*into big oily 
slabs. The slabs are* run through a 
press; • the oil is .squeezed out :f or • one 
Byproduct, and the remaining slab be- 
comes "slab cake," a well-known 
ivestock feed, sometimes shipped just 
as it is, but generally ground up into 
cottonseed'meal.

'The four .products at,,the local mill 
are: hulls, livestock, feed; vllnt, which. 
s used in the manufacture of bedding 
and rayon; meal or cake, another live- 
stock feed; and oil, which in its crude 


form is shipped to vegetable oil re- 
fineries to be made into salad dressing 
shortening, and .many 'other products 


Within the high walls of the Temple 


Cotton Oil plant the mechanical equip- 
ment is gigantic. Automatic < convey- 
ors pick up the cleaned seed in the 
separate seed-house and /whisk 
i' 


across the rialroad track's to the tof 
floor of the main mill. Here,it is fed 
down through long' assembly lines 
which wind up in the cooking val 
on the ground floor.

Somewhere along the way is a fine- 


toothed cotton gin which picks up. the 
fiber that the regular gins .have miss- 
ed. Going through th,e mill! you will 
see a good-sized'reel of cotton 'accum- 
ulating behind each gin. Pretty soon 
a mill-hand will come along, strip, the 
reels of their cotton, carry it down- 
stairs and put it in a regulation bale. 
It isn't real cotton as we know it, for 
it has no tensil strength, but it is used 
as filler in ma tresses. 


As the cottonseed pours down the 


runways from one* machine to an- 
other, it is intercepted . by a huge 
cylinder trap which-is an> automatic 
weighing macTune; Every'time ttTTs 
scales-catches. 2,000'pounds of cotton- 
seed it dumps its load • and • registers 
another ton. At the end of the day 
the, i mill-hands look at the registtr 
and calculate;the day's work.

18 New Planes and New 


Airship Hangar Con- 


tracts Awarded 


WASHINGTON— (/P) —The 
navy 


Tuesday approved a contract for build- 
in the ZRS-5, sister ship of the giant 
airship Akron, ordered 18 new planes 
and let a contract for beginning work 
on an airship hangar in California. 


The new airship is to be built by the 
oodyear Zeppelin Corporation within 


15 months of the time the U. S. S. 
Akron leaves the dock. Wacthcr per- 
mitting, this will be Wednesday. Th? 
navy will accept the ship officially as 
sono as Commander Rosendahl starts 
her for Lakehurst. There she will be 
armed, equipped with planes and put 
in commission. 


The ZRS-5 is to cost $2,450,000, about 


half as much as her elder sister. This 
diference was provided to safeguard 
the zeppelin company's tremendous 
plant investment in case the second 
craft was not built. 


A contract was awarded the Ber- 


liner-Joyce Aircraft Corporation of 
Baltimore for 18 convertible observa- 
tion planes costing $463,700. They are 
to be used either wiht Janding gear 
for the aircraft carriers or with pon- 
toons for catapulting from battleships 
and cruisers. 


The secretary awarded contracts for 


the foundation of the great hangar at 
Sunnyvale, Cal., which will ho.use.. the 
ZRS-5. Foundation, tracks nnd grad- 
ing must be completed in six months 
by the Raymond Concrete Pile Com- 
pany of New York* for $181,181. 


As soon as that is done the Wallncu 


Bridge and Structural Steel Company 
of Seattle and Siems-Hclmcrs Com- 
pany, Inc. of St. Paul will begin Ihe 
hangar. This is to be completed in 
March, 1932, the date for delivery of 
the airship; 


The Akron now is undergoing neces- 


sary finishing touches. She is expect- 
ed to report at Lakehurst on Thurs- 
day. There she will occupy the space 
several times taken by the Graf Zep- 
pelin, beside the now dwarfed Los 
Angels.
